Rhelms Is being system 
atically bombarded A French aviator 
destroyed a powder plant in Baden 
after a flight or 186 miles. 

From Rome comes a dispatch saying 
that It Is learned confidentially there 
that the Intervention of Qreece la in- 
evitable, but that the step will not 
necessarily be taken Immediately. 

It waa ofliolally reported that with- 
in the last forty-eight hours at least 
four German submarines preying upon 
commerce In the British channel, have 
been sunk The latest was

by the French ministry of marine, 
which said that a French warship 
threw three shells into a submarine, 
tearing her apart. 

The German official statement re- 
ported successful operations along the 
Meuse, and the cessntion of French 
night attacks on Celles. According 
to the statement an attack by Russians 
on the north Poland line was repulsed. 

Russia's official statement tells of 
the retirement from Czernowitz, 
Ttukowina, by the Aiiidrlans, the oc- 
cupation of Stanislau, Galiria. by Rus- 
sian forces and obstinate fighting in 
the Carpathians and north Poland, all 
favorable to their troops. 

The peremptory order of the British 
government for the resumption of 
work by the ship yard engineers at 
the Clyde yards who went on strike 
for an increase in wages .has produced 
speedy results. Committees represent- 
ing the strikers decided to advise the 
men to return to work Immediately. 

Representative Cullop of Indiana Is 
in high spirits because the senate has 
accepted his amendment to the 
Georgia judicial bill, under which Pres- 
ident Wilson, before he can appoint 
the new federal judge provided for 
Georgia, must make public a complete 
Hat of the Indorsements of the men 
whom he selects for this place. 

The attendance at the Panama Pa- 
cific International Exposition at San 
Francisco for its first week was of- 
flcally announced as 619,000, a daily 
average of 88,429. According to the 
official statement the attendance at
